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ROOSEVELT SIGNS SERVICE 
AID BILL WITH DRAFT CLAUSE 


Provides for Benefits to Fighters’ Dependents 
and for Reclassification of 
- Married Men. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt signed the 
service men’s pay allotment and al- 
lowance bill today, paving the ‘way 
for financial aid to dependents of 


of married men for the draft. 
Providing for Federal payments 
to supplement allotments from 
service men’s pay checks to sup- 
port their dependents, the legisla- 
tion also contains a provision 
enunciating a congressional policy 
that selective service should “not 
bresk up the institution of the 
hore.” 

_ Te carry out this policy, Con- 
gress wrote into the bill authority 
for selective service officials to 
defer any and all categories of 
men having dependents with whom 
they maintain a bona fide family 
relationship in their homes. 
Under this provision, members

TOTAL OF NAVY'S DEAD, 
WOUNDED AND MISSING 
NOW HAS PASSED 10,000 


WASHINGTON; June 24 (AP). 


HE Navy's total of dead, 

wounded and missing an- 

nounced in the war to date 
rose to more than 10,000 today 
with the release of casualty list 
number 5. 

Deciaring that the “prepon- 
derant share” of the casualties 
resulted from direct action with 
the enemy while the rest oc- 
curred in the line of duty in 
the sea or in the air, the Navy 
announced the number of dead 
in the new list as 98, with 8 
wounded and 2101 missing. The 
casualties included personnel of 
the Navy, Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard. 

The list covered cas“alties re- 
ported to next of kia during the 
period May 11-June 6.

Plans to eliminate about 1200. of 
the 7800 loading points on 38 street 
car and bus lines in the city 
and St. Louis County were an- 
nounced yesterday by Mayor Wil- 
liam Dee Becker after a confer- 


ence with Sam W. Greenland, gen- 
eral manager of the St, Louis Pub- 
lic Service Co., and Arthur C. 
Meyers, Director of Streets and 
Sewers. 

The plan is for the purpose of 
obtaining the most efficient utiliza- 
tion of passenger transport ve- 
hicles in line with recommenda- 
tions made by Joseph B, Eastman, 
director of the Office of Defense 
Transportation, Mayor Becker said. 
In the city the study is being 


made by Meyers and engineers of |. 


the company. 
Notices to Be Posted. 

Fewer stops and greater dis- 
tances between stops were recom- 
mended by Eastman as a means of 
conserving rubber, gasoline and 
other critical materials, the Mayor 
pointed out.

The fewer number of stops will 
serve to offset the delays caused 
by the heavier loads now carried 
and will enable the vehicles better 
to maintain their schedules, Green- 
land said. 

Many of the stops to be elimi- 
nated on these routes are middle- 
of-the-block loading points which 
have been traffic hazards, Meyers 
said, and numerous other loading 
points will be shifted -from the 
near to the far side of street in- 
tersections in the interest of uni- 
formity and traffic safety. 

It will take about two months to 
complete a reduction in the num- 
ber of loading points in the en- 
tire transportation system, Green- 
land said. He did not anticipate 
that the greater distance between 
loading points would result in any 
great inconvenience to passengers. 
“Many of the stops which are be- 
ing discontinued are those which 
were established where there was 
competition between the street car 
and bus lines and which are not 
needed now,” he explained. 

Mayor Becker said reduction of 
the number of stops was part of 
the attempt to improve transporta- 


equipment requiring large amounts 
of critical war materials. 

“One of the primary recommen- 
dations in this respect concerns 
the staggering of working, store 
and office hours,” he pointed out. 
“A beginning in this direction was 
made May 4 when a large number 
of industrial plants and _ offices 
voluntarily participated in a plan 
of staggered hours developed by 
the Metropolitan Transportation 
Committee.” 

An attempt to get the large de- 
partment stores to co-operate in 
this plan for staggered hours is 
still being made, he added. “If 
we can get their co-operation,” the 
Mayor said, “I think the smaller 
retail stores will fall in line 
readily.”

CAIRO, June 24 (AP).—Axis ar- 
mored forces moved southward on 
the Libyan side of the Egyptian 
frontier today, apparently intend- 
ing to wheel eastward and drive 
into Egypt many miles below the 
coast in the hope of outflanking 
the British defenses.

TWO TOBRUK HEROES BLEW 
UP DOCKS AND SELVES 10 


KEEP SUPPLIES FROM FOE

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES

From far out in Tobruk har- 
bor they saw the pair standing

“There was a blinding flash, 
the loudest roar I ever heard, 
and everything around the har- 
bor went up in bits, including 
the two boys,” one soldier said. 

He added that the concussion 
rocked the ship and must have 
leveled what was left of the 
town,

MOSCOW, June 24 (AP).—Reck- 
less charges by masses of Nazi 
tanks followed by infantry have 
driven a wedge into Red Army de- 
fenses on the. Kharkov front in 


the Ukraine and the Germans are 
bringing overpowering strength to 
bear against the outnumbered de- 
fenders of Sevastopol in the Cri- 
mea, the Russians conceded today. 

At a single point on the Khar- 
kov front, the Germans . massed 
200 tanks in an onslaught which 
began lfonday and has been in- 
creasing «cnstantly in fury and 
force, said Russian dispatches 
from the, battlefront. ; 

A dispatch to the Government 
newspaper Izvestia from hard- 
pressed Sevastopol said the fight 
“continues with unabating feroc- 
ity” and that “superior enemy 
forces are furiously pressing to- 
ward the town.” 

The account said thousands of 
German dead littered the battle- 
fields after.every attack. The 
Germans have hurled tanks by the 
score’ and infantry in waves, 
Izvestia said. 

The overwhelming force of the 
German offensive. at Sevastopol 
was indicated by a report that the 
Nazis. sent two divisions of in- 
fantry (up to 30,000 men) and. nu- 
merous tanks into the attack in a 
single narrow strip. 

Desperate Fighting. 

The infantry crept forward un- 
der camouflage and _ through 
ditches and shell craters behind 
the tanks, but the Sevastopol gar- 
rison managed to establish a flank- 
ing fire that checked the enemy.

WASHINGTON, June 24. — 
Charges that representatives of 
the big steel companies, serving on 
the War Production Board, had 
blocked the commercia! production 
of sponge iron led to renewed ef- 
forts today to compel approval by 
WPB of sponge iron plants. 

The charges came yesterday 
from Senator Joseph C. O’Mahoney 


(Dem.), Wyoming, and Senator 
Harry 8. Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, chairman -of the committee 
investigating war production, Tru- 
‘man said there was “plenty of evi- 
dence” that steel men on the pro- 
duction board. had frustrated all 
efforts to build such plants. 

This comes at a time when the 
shortage of steel is becoming in- 
creasingly acute. Particularly in 
the ship construction field is the 
pinch being felt as Nazi subma- 
rines continue to sink an unparal- 
leled number of United Nations 
merchant ships. 

“It is the same story as we had 
in copper, in aluminum, in rub- 
ber,” Truman said. “The big boys 
don’t want little plants built 
around the country for fear that 
when the war is ended their 
monopoly position will be hurt.” 

Iron Ore Near St. Louis. 

Within a radius of 100 miles of 
St. Louis are several mountains 
of iron with ore of a grade only 
slightly lower than that of the 
famous Hibbing range in Minne- 
sota. This ore could be used in 
the sponge iron process, according 
to Truman. Likewise there are 
iron ore deposits in Wyoming and 
- Utah which could be used, 

In the sponge iron process the 
lower grade ore is used instead of 
scrap iron to make pig iron and 
the pig iron is in turn converted 
into steel. The Japanese are un-

Frank McDevitt, production con- 
tract manager for WPB in St. 
Touls, has made a study of the 
possibility of sponge iron produc- 
tion in the St. Louis area, accord- 
ing to Cochran, That report will 
be available within a week and will 
be used to reinforce the argu- 
ments of the group in Congress 
who insist that this process must 
be used if the nation is not to face 
a steel crisis even mora acute than 
that in aluminum and ruboer. 

O'Mahoney yesterday appeared 
before the Senate Agriculture sub- 
committee that is investigating an 
alleged petroleum monopoly which 
is. reportedly blocking production 
of rubber from grain alcohol. One 
of the reasons given for not using 
grain alcohol is that so much steel 
would be needed to build new dis- 
tilleries. Why not, said O'Mahoney, 
get the needed steel from sponge 
iron and use it to build the alcohol 
distilleries, thereby breaking two 
monopolies. The Wyoming Senator 
quoted from a letter from R. R. 
Sayers, Director of Bureau of 
Mines, to back his contention that 
the sponge iron process js commer- 
‘ eclally practicable, Sayers stated 
that several processes “show prom- 
ise of commercial success.” 

What WPB Men Say. 

This is in contrast to the state- 
ments of WPB officials who pro- 
fess to doubt the commercial feasi- 
bility of the sponge iron method 
of stee] production. A WPB spokes- 
man said last night that a pilot 
plant had been approved by WPB 
for testing commercially the sponge 
fron process. This, he said, was 
in an area where a special type 
ore and natural gas for fuel were 
combined to make the process 
appear practicable. 

“All the sponge iron processes 
were reviewed by our people re- 
cently,” said William L. Batt, WPB 
materials director, “and all but 
one were discarded as impossi- 
bilities. In this one instance no 
great hopes are entertained, but

“While the submarine wag half 
submerged American planes ap- 
peared and one of them dropped 
three bombs. A second plane 
dropped four bombs very rapidly. 
The submarine disappeared but we 
could not tell whether it had been 
hit or not. Not long afterward a 
blimp appeared in the sky and 
food was dropped to us.” 

Dr. Aranbarri said the Rio Ter- 
cero had five Argentine flags 
painted on each side and there 
were three other flags painted 
elsewhere along its name. 

“The ship was gone in less than 
10 minutes,” he said. “We piled 
into two lifeboats on the port side 
and pulled away as rapidly as we 
could. The lifeboats on the star- 
board side were destroyed by the 
torpedo explosion. About 15 min- 
utes after the ship had sunk the 
submarine came to the surface 
about 300 yards away from the 
lifeboats, which were tide together. 

“The submarine came near the 
boats and one of the men aboard 
spoke to the Captain in English, 
ordering ‘him to come on the 
U-boat and hand over the ship’s 
papers,

the submarine, but its crew were 
obviously German and on the con- 
ning tower was painted the name 
Innsbruck and an image of a 
porcupine.”

13 VESSELS IN 12 
DAYSINGARIBBEAN 


Torpedoing in Gulf In- 
creases Toll for Atlan- 
tic and Adjacent Wa- 
ters to 309. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP),— 
Enemy submarines in a 12-day pe- 
riod sent 13 United Nations mer- 
chantmen to the bottom of the 
Caribbean, the Navy disclosed late 
yesterday.

The little Yugoslavian steamship 
was blown to bits June 19 by a sub- 
marine attack only 25 miles from 
shore.

“A torpedo tore into the forward 
tanks on the starboard side in the 
early morning,” said Capt. A. J. 
Vernazza. “She started to sink and 
I orderdd the men to lifeboats. 
Everybody got away safely.” 
Four minutes later another tor- 
pedo ripped into the ship, followed 
by an internal explosion which 
crewmen said “Tore the ship to 
pieces.” Some men saw the at- 
tacker’s periscope from their life 
boats. 
William Couture, 26 years old, of 
New York, the only American in 
the crew, said, “We simply rowed 
toward port. We got there in about 
eight .hours.” 

48 Died in Caribbean. 
In the Caribbean sinkings there 
were 48 known dead and 87 miss- 
ing.

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WASHINGTON TAXI 
DRIVERS ‘VACATION’ 
OVER ZONE CHANGES 


Only 50 or 75 of 4700 Cabs 
Operating—New Rate Scale 
Demanded. 


WASHINGTON, June 24 (AP).— 
Hundreds of taxicab drivers took 
a “vacation” here today in protest 
against new zone and rate sched- 
ules ordered by the Public Util- 
ities Commission. 

District Court refused the drivers 
an injunction to delay enforcement 
of. the new schedules and the 
strike or “vacation” as the spokes- 
man for the drivers described the 
stoppage, followed. : 

E. A. Glenn, chairman of public 
relations for United Taxicab Driv- 
ers, Inc., which he said was the 
taxi drivers’ union, estimated that 
“about 50 or 75” cabs out of a nor- 
mal 4700 .were in operation but no 
exact figures were available. 

A survey showed that few of 
the 1100 Diamond cabs, the larg- 
est single fleet in the city, were 
operating, with none at the Union 
Station or other regular stands. 
Extra police were on duty at the 
station and extra busses were put 
into operation there. 

Under the new system the for- 
mer zone rates of 30 cents for the 
first zone, 40 cents fot the second, 
60 for the third and 80 for the 
fourth, remain in effect, but the 
various zones are divided into 21 
sub-zones, with the rate fixed for 
any possible trip from one sub- 
zone to another. The United Taxi- 
cab Drivers contended the new sys- 
tem would reduce earnings and re- 
quested a new 30-50-70-90 rate scale.

It was designed 
to hold a stage registering 30 feet 
at St. Charles, and some of the 
farmers were making ready to 
leave, in fear that the levee would 
give way, as it did in 1935. 
Downstream from St. Charles, 
in the Missouri Point region be- 
tween the Missouri and Mississippi 
rivers, the Cul de Sac levee and 
the Black Walnut levees were still 
holding, but the Missouri Bottom 
road and a section of State High- 
way 94 near Black Walnut, were 
overflowed, the latter by water 
from the Mississippi. 
A crest of 31 feet is predicted at 
St. Charles by tomorrow night. 
The Mississippi at St. Louis was 
at 30.5 feet, six inches above flood 
stage—the highest since June, 1935, 
when it was 33.5 feet.

Allotment of $4,275,000 of Rural 
Blectrification Administration 
funds to the Sho-Me Power Co- 


operative of Columbia, Mo., part 
of which is to be used in purchas- 
ing the privately owned Missouri 
Electric Power Co., was announced 
today by Harry Slattery, REA Ad- 
ministrator. 

The co-operative, Slattery said, 
will pay $2,500,000 for all properties 
of the power company, which 
serves 21 Southern Missouri coun- 
ties. 

The transaction is regarded as 
significant in that it provides a 
method of continuing REA expan- 
sion at a time when new construc- 
tion is not possible because of pri- 
ority restrictions on materials. 

The Missouri Electric Power Co., 
which has headquarters at Marsh- 
field, Mo., is owned by the Central 
States Utilities Corporation, which 
in turn is controlled by the Ogden 
Corporation, headed by Floyd Od- 
lum. The Ogden Corporation is a 
successor to the Utilities Power & 
Light Co., formerly the top holding 
company in Harley L. Clark’s util- 
ities holdings. 

Properties the ¢o-operative will 
acquire from the utility company 
include 312 miles of transmission 
lines, 446 miles of distribution 
lines, a 3000-kilowatt hydro-electric 
generating plant at Camdenton, 
Mo., and five smaller Diesel gen- 
erating plants. 

Pointing out that there are 10 
rural electrical co-operative sys- 
tems operating in the area served 
by Missouri Electric Power Co., 
Slattery said the Sho-Me Co-opera- 
tive would keep the comany’s gen- 
erating and transmission facilities, 
but added, “Integration of the dis- 
tribution lines into the co-opera- 
tives’ systems may prove most ad- 
visable.” 

About 10,000 families now use 
power supplied by the Missouri 
Electric Co., Slattery said. 

“When critical materials are 
available after the war,” he con- 
tinued, “the co-operatives plan to 
construct 1879 miles of new lines 
to serve more than 5100 additional 
rural families. This is in line with 
the REA policy of bringing elec- 
tricity to whole regions, rather 
than only to families living along

The refund e¢ontemplates issu- 
ance of bonds to corporations, after 
they pay excess -profits taxes, 
which would be redeémable after 
the war in three installments. The 
bonds would be issued in amounts 
equal to 14 per cent of the adjust- 
ed net income subject to excess 
profits arid therefore would make 
the long-range excess profits taxes 
80 per cent, compared with a pres- 
ent maximum of 60 per cent. 

For example, a corporation with 
$100,000 of excess profits income 
would pay a $94,000 tax, but would 
receive non-negotiable, non-interest 
bearing bonds equal’to 14 per cent 
of $100,000, or $14,000, thus making 
the taxes actually $80,000 when the 
post-war period is considered, 

No amount available to a cor- 
poration as a result of issuance or 
redemption of the bonds could be 
used fon payment of (1) dividends 
in cash or stock or (2) bonuses or 
salary increases to executives, or to 
buy securities or increase cash re- 
serves unless used in the business. 
,Proceeds from redemption of the 
bonds would be subject to. a capital 
gains tax of 15 per cent. 

John L. Lewis, president of the

Leon Henderson, Price Adminis- 
trator, put experts to work study- 
ing the effect of the proposed tax 
on transportation costs and there- 
fore on costs of production which 
might force an upward revision in 
price ceilings,

TAX FOR CANADA 


‘lLevies to Be Deducted 


From Payrolls, Part Re- 
funded With- Interest 
After War. 


— — 


OTTAWA, June 24 (AP).—In- 
formed by Finance Minister J. L. 
lisley that “we have far to go be- 
fore victory is in sight,” Canadians 
face a sharp increase in income 
taxes in which the Government pro-. 
poses to withhold money from their 
weekly pay checks and refund a 
part of it with'2 per cent inter- 
est after the war. 

Estimating Canada’s expenses 
for the fiscal year beginning April 
1, including an expanded war pro- 
gram, at $3,900,000,000, Iisley called 
on Canadians last night to lower 
their living standards if necessary 
to raise the $377,850,000 in new 
taxes he proposed. 
estimate of $3,900,000,000 is a bil- 
lion dollars more than was spent 
last year. 

The increased income and na- 
tional defense taxes, which will 
include a “minimum savings” 
plan, will be deducted from em- 
ployers’ payrolls where possible. 
Under this system, a married man 
with two children and éarning 
$3000 a year would find his tax in- 
creased from $215 to $668. Of this 
amount, $334 would be returned to 
him after the war with 2 per cent 
interest. In the higher brackets, 
a $100,000 income in the same cate- 
gory would be taxed $78,771, with 
only $1200 to be returned after the 
war. 

Single persons with incomes un- 
der $660 a year and married per- 
sons making less than $1200 would 
be exempt from the tax. 

Iisley, under the new schedule, 
also increased the excess profits 
tax from 75 per cent to 100 per 
cent. This, he said, would “in- 
crease substantially the tax lia- 
bility of all those whose profits 
have increased by more than one- 
sixth of their standard profits.” 

Other new taxes include a 2 per 
cent tax on life, fire and casualty 
insurance premiums and increased 


taxes on liquor, tobacco, soft 
drinks, furs, transportation and 
telephones. Others are on candy, 


chewing gum, photographic sup- 
plies, jewelry and trinkets, smok- 
ers’ supplies, fountain pens and 
luggage. Customers of night clubs, 
cabarets and dance halls will pay 
a new 20 per cent tax. 

The increased income tax is ex- 
pected to yield $115,000,000, exclu- 
sive of the refundable savings.

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E Roots Were Best Eating, He Says on 
| Being Rescued After Three-Day 
- Ordeal in Australia. 


ISune 24 (AP).—A United States 
| fighter pilot, forced down after a 
jfight with a Japanese bomber, 
came out of the crocodile-infested 
Swamps of northern Australia to- 
iday and told of a three-day ordeal 
lin which he ate a grasshopper and 


lraw owl meat. 

| He is a 27-year-old Heutenant, 
| married and a former printer ap- 
iprentice on the Columbia (5S. 8 
Record. He said he climbed out of 
his damaged plane uninjured but 
with only a quart of water in his 
canteen. 

| “I spent the afternoon on the 
beach, between the sea and a 
swamp, cutting a disc from my 
parachute to protect myself from 
mosquitoes and making two cloth 
circles, hoping to attract attention 
to the plane,” he related. 

| “The next day I set out at day- 
break, leaving a note fastened to 
the plane, saying I was heading 
north as I knew an island where 
food could be had.” 

For three days the pilot beat 
his way through great matted 
roots, vines and head-tall 
able to travel only three or four 
miles from dawn to sundown. 

“All the time I had no food,” he 
continued. “But suddenly I remem- 
bered the boys had told me about 
eating lily roots. There were lilies 
in the stream. They are nice eat- 
ing, too. 

“Once I toppled over in long 
grass and lay too exhausted to 
move. My eyes lighted on a long 
grasshopper. 

“Hell,” I said, ‘I’m going to eat 
you too.’ 

“T tore off the head and tail and 
ate the legs and the rest of it. Not 
so bad. It tasted like crabmeat.” 

Later on, he killed an owl. 

“T ate that owl’s legs raw, plan- 
ning to save the rest,” he said. 
“Then I saw a crocodile and heard 
a plane. 

“Still clutching the dismembéred 
owl in one hand, I tottered to the 
beach. In a matter of seconds the 
plane flew a few feet overhead. A 
canteen and a big can of food 
flopped at my feet. 

“I threw the owl to the crocodile 
and’ dropped to the ground, crying 
like a baby. 

“Hours later a plane landed near 
the beach and an Australian pilot 
helped me aboard.” 

Two other United States pilots 
lost in this area recently also are 
safe.

A. The highest prices which the 
supplier of the service charged in 
March, 1942. 

Q. Are prices on services stand- 
ardized by this regulation?

Comparison With Jutland. 


You get some of the significance 
of these figures when you consider 
other battles that have madehis- 
tory. Jutland, for instance, result- 
ed in the bottling up of the Im- 
perial German Navy for the dura- 
tion of the war, and when fought 
was considered the most desperate 
sea fight since the invention of 
gunpowder, but in that engage- 
ment the British lost three capital 
ships and the German two—be- 
tween them just equaling the low 
estimate of Japan’s loss at Mid- 
way. Britain lost 3500 men, Ger- 
many 3000. Japan at Midway lost 
more than 10,000. 

In the battle of Tushima Straits, 
where Admiral Togo defeated 
Rozhestvensky, and Japan began 
to get delusions of grandeur, the. 
fight was bitter and decisive and 
the battle was broken off only 
when most of the Russian fleet 
was under water. But for all that, 
this battle is still rated by some 
experts as the greatest in modern 
naval warfare. The Russians 
brought to it only five ships that 
could actually be classed as ships. 
Five or six others were ancient re- 
commissioned hulks, whose slow 
speed hampered Rozhestvensky’s 
manetivers and contributed noth- 
ing at all to the score. These mat- 
ters, of course, are history afid ap- 
parently have nothing to do with 
the battle of Midway.

What these Austrians say needs 
no--embellishment.....The. first is 
Josef Lanz, a chemical worker 
from Vienna. He is 41 but stout 


and husky, with a grayish beard, 
and speaks such a marvelously 
pure Viennese dialect that he says 
German officers always had much 
trouble trying to understand him. 
Certainly I never could have but 
for the help of an Austrian col- 
league. 

Lanz belonged to the Social 
Democratic Party before the Nazis 
took Austria. In 1934 he fought 
in the defense of the Karl Marx 
apartment buildings when Chancel- 
lor Engelbert Dollfuss turned guns 
upon the workers’ homes. 


Protest Ignored. 


Lanz said that he was only mo- 
bilized at first for garrison serv- 
ice because he is afflicted with 
varicose veins, “but in February 
the Germans called me up for 
another examination and the doc- 
tor passed me at once for serv- 
ice on the Russian front. I pro- 
tested and showed him my legs. 
The doctor said, ‘That’s no matter. 
If you can’t march now you'll 
learn how in Russia.’ After two 
months of training they sent me 
to the Ukraine in a German di- 
vision. I left my wife and three 
children at. home. Now there 
should be another baby. I don’t 
know—I’ve had no news.” 

Lanz gestured hopelessly. Then 
he continued: 

“f worked in a little chemical 
shop. Before the war it employed 
15 men. When I left it had only 
seven but they were not all Au- 
strians as before. Austrians had 
been replaced by three Slovaks 
brought from Slovakia and also 
by two Germans, one of them a 
young fellow of military age. But 
he was a Nazi so Berlin preferred 
to send an Austrian Social Demo- 
crat to fight in Russia—‘natur- 
lich’,” And Lanz made a magnifi- 
cent Viermese picklepuss with a 
full quota of venom in it. 

‘My companion asked if the 
Austrian workers were not going 
to do something to help break 
Germany’s fighting strength. 

“But what can we do?” asked 
Lanz. “In 1918 there were strikes 
against the war—yes. But then 
our factories were only filled with 
Austrian workers. Now the Nazis 
have fixed it so there are many 
more foreign laborers than Aus- 
trians in most of our important 
plants. These imported workmen 
even get better pay than our own

FTER the initial success of the British Eighth Army, in blocking 
Marshal (now General Field Marshal) Erwin Rommel’s offensive 


smash, why are the Axis General’s forces now in possession of 
Tobruk and abreast of the Egyptian frontier? The answer lies in a 
cumulation of reasons, the sum total of which is that the Axis now 
has more armor left over from three weeks of clashes than the Eighth 
Army has. Here are some of the reasons: — 


1, Although at the outset of his 
offensive, Rommel got into serious 
difficulties in the big British mine- 
field, the central portion of which 
became known as “the Cauldron,” 
he managed, in my opinion, ulti- 
mately to convert the minefield to 
his own advantage. At first he had 
to carve two passages through the 
minefield to connect his panzer 
forces with his rear and his rein- 
forcements. While he was doing 
this, the situation for him was 
touch-and-go. 

These two passages were at first 
narrow, under the artillery fire of 
the British and. continuously 
strafed from the air. Lots of 
88-mm. anti-tank guns were rushed 
up to the Cauldron for fear of a 
British tank attack—but the tank 
attack did not come. 


Bridgehead Formed. 


Gradually the two passages 
through the minefield were 
widened and eventually joined. A 
powerful Axis bridgehead took 
shape, astride and just east of the 
minefield, and pending the estab- 
lishment of this bridgehead Rom- 
mel was quite content not to re 
sume the initiative — aside from 
pounding away at the Free French 
defenders of Bir Hacheim, on his 
right. flank. 

‘The bulk of the British and Axis 
armored forces were more or less 
neutralizing one another in the 
Cauldron area, clashing occasional- 
ly, but mostly glaring at one an- 
other while things developed else- 
where. . 

The big British minefield extend- 
ed north and south in the shape 


prongs beginning south of the Caul- 
dron, running southward parallel 
to and bracketing Bir Hacheim. 
The Axis got in between the two 
prongs of the minefield and was 
able to attack Bir Hacheim from 
the north, with the eastern prong 
covering its flank against a Brit- 
ish attack. Thus did Rommel, in 
the end, use much ofthe British 
minefield to his own advantage, 


Box Defense System. 


2. The British system of box de- 
fense—fortified islands throughout 
the desert battleground, capable of 
mecting attack from any direction 
—stumped the Axis at first and 
caused the initia] rush of armored 
columns to the coast from the 
south to slow down and then halt. 
The Axis had to eliminate at least 
two of these boxes before it could 
go on. One was Bir Hacheim, the 
other Knightbridge. The Axis 
tried to overrun them, It failed. 

Then the Axis decided to take 
one box at a time: hit them hard, 
one after another. First on the list, 
after the original attempt to take 
Knightbridge, was Bir Hacheim. 
The Axis command was content to 
restrict its initiative to attacks on 
Bir Hacheim, while remaining 
mostly on the defense elsewhere. 

The Free French at Bir Hacheim 
turned out to be a very tough prop- 
osition.

ourselves with the bogey of an un- 
controllable inflation. ~ . 

An uncontrollable inflation would 
mean that every one who had dol- 
lars was seized with the panicky 
desire to get rid of them,, Why, as 
a matter of fact, should there be 
such a panic if we win the war? 
To own dollars will mean that. a 
mun has claims upon the produc- 
tivity of the greatest industrial 
economy in the world, upon one 
which not only commands im- 
mense natural resources but has 
become vastly more efficient, vastly 
more flexible, vastly more ingen- 
ious and inventive than it has ever 
been before. Why should we or 
any one else be lunatic enough to 
sell short a victorious American 
economy? Why, indeed, when no- 
where else in the world will money 
be able to buy so many goods and 
services? 

» a — 

Y next question is whether we 

would not be clearer about 
what we are doing if we did not 
look upon Mr. Henderson’s freez- 
ing of prices and rents as a kind 
of desperate last-ditch defensize 
action against an inflation of the 
German type. For, as I see it, 
what Mr. Henderson is doing is 
first to stabilize the costs of pro- 
duction so as to simplify the cal- 
culations in the gigantically com- 
plex task of making one arsenal 
out of myriad separate firms and 
inter-related operations. If prices 
were allowed to reflect the state 
of the supply and the demand, the 
managers of the war industry 
would go crazy with the changes 
and would be unable to plan any- 
thing intelligently. 

Mr. Henderson’s second task is 
to stabilize the cost of living and 
at the same time to cgntrol or 
ration the supply of necessary con- 
sumer goods. The object here is 
to make sure that the people ob- 
tain what they must have and to 
make them feel that they are 
treated justly when they must 
make sacrifices. As a social meas- 
ure in time of war this is in the 
highest degree important, worthy 
of the utmost attention and un- 
swerving support.

UT it will, I suggest, be more 

successful if we describe it as 
it is. Then we shall be able to see 
more clearly that if prices‘are to 
remain frozen when the supply of 
goods is greatly reduced, other 
measures will be necessary. It will 
be necessary to ration wherever 
people want the scarce goods so 
badly that they won’t buy instead 
something else which is more plen- 
tiful. 

It is necessary also.to pay sub- 
‘sidies wherever the goods can no 
longer be replaced at a cost of pro- 
duction which pays enough profit 
to provide an incentive. For we 
must realize that price control does 
not abolish the practical conse- 
quences of supply and demand. It 
means merely that if we do not 
want prices to change, then. we 
must change something else. In 
practice it means that we must 
regiment the demand and subsidize 
the supply.

OW, I wonder if it would not 
be wiser to recognize this sit- 
uation candidly, and instead of 
viewing it with alarm, to view it 
constructively, Suppose then the 
Administration said to the people: 
the immediate object of our taxes 
is during the war to make you 
feel poor rather than extravagant. 
But the larger object of the 
taxes is to establish a tax struc- 
ture which will support after the 
war the normal expenses of the 
Government and the service of our 
huge national debt. If the _ tax 
structure is properly designed, we 
shall neutralize the national debt— 
which would otherwise be unman- 
ageable—because in effect the tax- 
payer will pay himself the interest 
on his bonds with the income from 
his bonds, 
UT beyond that — a huge 
amount in itself—it is, it seems 
to me, at least arguable whether 
or' not we must.take the view 
that the extra money in the pock- 
ets of. the people is a dire men- 
ace. If we could mop it all up 
by still more taxes, are’ we sure 
that that would be a good thing? 
I am only asking the question. 
Ought we not perhaps to take the 
view that it is a good thing for 
individuals and corporations to 
accumulate funds, provided they 
do not spend them during the war 
and the earlier phases of demobili- 
zation? We know that the Govern- 
ment will have to finance the 
larger part of the demobilization 
and the re-conversion. But will it 
not be desirable to have reserves 
of money in the hands of the 
people themselves so that they 
may fend for themselves a bit and 
not be too dependent on the Gov- 
ernment? 
F this ere adopted as an 
avowed policy, is it not probable 
that the people would do a lot 
more real saving? Is it not prob- 
able that they wpuld see more 
clearly the common sense of the 
war finance? And would it not 
follow that the tax bill could then 
incorporate inducements to thrift 
which would make the whole Dill 
more enlightened and more capa- 
ble of promoting a sound confi- 
dence in the future of the coun-

Broch, who was awakened the

“When I heard the firing I ran 


to the City Hall,” Broch said, “but 
the swastika was already flying 
over it when I got there. Five 
thousand German soldiers were in 
our town of 10,000. Three hundred 
Norwegian soldiers had been killed 
in the harbor. Our two warships 
engaged the foe 
little.”

Broch, now stationed at Min- 


neapolis, Minn., ag press attache’, 
for his Government, said he was 
summoned before the German Gen- 
eral who informed him courteously 
that the Germans had arrived as 
friends to save the Norwegians 
“from British capitalism” and re- 
gretted the necessity of killing the 
soldiers as they landed.

Broch related, when the towns- 
people rejected their propaganda. 
Later, when it was hoped the Brit- 
ish would win a naval engagement 
in progress off the coast and re- 
capture the town, Broch and a 
group of city firemen surprised 
and captured the German guards 
at the telegraph station. 
British didn’t appear and the next 
day he was arrested and sentenced 
to death by military tribunal but 
reprieved in a few hours and re- 
quired only to report twice daily 
to the Gestapo. , 


But the 


Broch never disclosed he had 


concealed four British officers, 
members of the consulate staff, 
until May 8, when the British re- 
captured the town, only to lose it 
seven weeks later. 
to serve as Mayor, seeing that food 
was rationed, housing provided, 
morale maintained. When the Brit- 
ish were forced to evacuate, he 
left the city to be captured later 
by the Nazis as a British spy.

“Had to Work Fast.” 
“I was put in the dining room 


of a small hotel and guarded by 
two infantrymen,” Broch related, 
“but when they turned to the win- 
dow to speak to comrades outside 
I opened a trap door leading to the 
basement and got away before 
they could surround the place. I 
had to work fast.” 


Broch, who previously had em- 


barked in a fishing boat with his 
wife and 4-year-old daughter, only 
to be compelled to turn back be- 
cause of fog, made his way afoot 
across the mountains 
and safety. His wife subsequently 
was jailed by the Gestapo but fin-

cient rate, he will certainly strike 
again and strike hard before the 
British can prepare to meet him. 
Indeed, the importance of time may 
seem so great and his superiority 
for the moment so overwhelming 
that he may try the short, quick 
method of a straight smash through 
the British main defenses near the 
coast instead of making a flank- 
ing move around through the des- 
ert oases. Such a move might very 
well be assisted by an airborne 
landing behind the British lines, 
launched from Crete. 

Thus the Germans have very 
great advantages, but it should be 
pointed out that the British also 
have certain advantages. They are 
operating in a zone fed directly by 
rail from their main depots in 
Egypt and therefore they can 
bring up supplies and reinforce- 
ments*much more quickly than can 
the Germans. They are in direct 
rail communication with the Brit- 
ish Ninth Army in Syria and Pal- 
estine, a far more formidable 
source of reinforcement—time and 
distance considered—than anything 
available to Rommel. They are 
fighting with their backs to the 
wall, a situation in which British 
troops have traditionally shown 
their finest qualities, 

Nevertheless, it would seem that 
British hopes must now rest to @ 
very large degree on their ability 
to establish and maintain an over- 
whelming air superiority over the 
fighting zone. Superiority.in the 
air is the one weapon with which 
they can, within the very short 
tmargin of time available, counter- 
act the German armored superi- 
ority on the ground. 

The British have an asset in the 
well-trained and reasonably well

(Japanese broadcasts described 
the new thrust as a strong of- 
fensive and said Lishui was “the 
last airport still in enemy hands” 
in Chekiang Province.) 

Kweiki, seized by the Japanese

Lexington in most respects and 
carried from 50 to 60 planes apiece. 


Two new carriers ‘were ready to 


be commissioned at the age of the. 


attack on Pearl Harbor and, while 
little is known about them, it is 
generally believed that they were 
made to carry 60 planes apiece. Of 
the remaining seven, one, the Hyo- 
80, was slow, and carried only 26. 

Three, the Soryu, Hiryu and Kor- 
yu, carried from 30 to 40 apiece, 
The Shokaku and Zuikaku, carried 
from 45 to 50, and the Ryujo, 24 to 
30. Putting it all together, they had 
11 carriers capable of handling 
about 520 planes. 

As against that, we had newer 
carriers capable of handling 580 
planes and our avefage speed and 
average carrier size wete_consider- 
ably larger. Had we been Jess gen- 
erally spread out between two 
oceans ‘and the two poles, we would 
have been able to meet the enemy 
on an even footing the day after 
Pearl Harbor without waiting for 
ships now coming off the ways— 
without waiting for the battle of 
Midway. 

Under the circumstances, Japan 
was able to bring to most of the 
battles in the Pacific three car- 
riers to our one, and even as far 
back as last January this was 
getting to look like an aviators’ 
war. Japan, for instance, was in 
a position to send four or five car- 
riers against a hole in the map like 
Midway, whereas we could not 
have mustered as many in an op- 
eration against Tokyo. 


Enemy Losses. 

Japan has beeh singularly lucky 
with its carriers. A couple were 
banged up in the fight for the 
Philippines — one of them, the 
Akagi—but they got back home for 
repairs and were at sea again in 
a couple of months. In the Coral 
Sea, however, the breaks began to 
go the other way. Three of the 
Shokaku class were sent there. 
Our planes sank one and sent a 
second northward at reduced 
speed and with dubious prospects 
of getting anywhere. 

Well, it doesn’t take a slide rule 
to figure that if Japan lost four 
carriers at Midway and one in the 
Cora] Sea and is nursing another 
in drydock, then it has only four, 
or five at the outside, available for 
work. It may have an undeter- 
mined number of small carriers, 
converted merchantmen and the 
like, capable of handling 15 planes 
apiece, but they are universally too 
slow to permit their inclusion in 
any fleet action. We won't talk 
about the battleships. 

The new war produces terrific 
results for a few hours’ work, but 
its technique plays no favorites. 
To win you need something be- 


sides ships—quick thinking, for in- 
stance, and instant decision. And 
the side that gets in first wins. 

It is significant that the United 
States force that went out to meet 
the approaching Japanese was the 
largest force the United States 
ever sent anywhere against any- 
body in an act of war. As fleets 
go, it was a good one—in equip- 
ment as well as in brains—one of 
the most expensive collections 
ever seen anywhere, But this price- 
less array won the-battle with a 
couple of hundred boys in planes 
whose total equipment cost prob-/ 
ably as much as a couple of de-/ 
stroyers. 

We'll have to stick around a 
while to find out. how all this is 
going to turn out.

THE UNIT OF LEARNING is called the “conditioned re- 
fiex.” It operates whether the learning consists of developing 
aptness in striking keys at the piano or in developing a fond- 
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ness for spinach and orange juice. Originally, a child has no . 


matural fondness for piano playing or spinach, Then how are 
we ever going to make him delighted with both of these. We 
must link these neutral stimuli, or habits with something that 
he does enjoy. Usually he develops fondness for his parents in 
a few months, so we slip him a spoonful of the spinach when 
he is cooing and grandstanding before his doting father, and 
mother. He probably screws up his face at the strange food, 
so we hurriedly call him a big boy and stop there. But next 
day we repeat the process. After a few weeks, he guzzies his 
spinach in great glee.

AS FOR MUSIC LESSONS, we musé associate the monot-

intriguing to the child. How can we do this? We can tie-in to 
that motto, “I want to feel important,” by patting him on the 
back.

Today, we must assure that 
they will continue to run that way 
in the future, and to do this we 
must tain our many mechani- 
cal servants in a useful condition. 

Living in a prodigal land, we 
have all more or less subscribed 
to the theory that “there’s more 
where that came from.” This is no 
longer true, especially in the realm 
of household equipment. Now, one 
of our most important jobs, on the 
home front, is to acquaint our- 
selves thoroughly with the most ef- 
ficient use and the best means of 
preserving this equipment. To 
that end, this article ig being writ- 
ten. Naturally, it can only touch 
on the high spots. Study the 
booklets carefully that came with 
your appliances, for their most ef- 
ficient use and upkeep. If your 
equipment is not running at 100 
per cent efficiency, get it in con- 
dition while there are still parts 
available, and still good repair- 
men to do the work. Above all, 
determine to take the best pos- 
sible care of the things you have, 
as part of your contribution to 
the war effort. 

REFRIGERATOR. 
1. For Efficient Use: 

Set cold control so that general, 
storage temperature stays con- 
stantly at 40 degrees. : 

Avoid overloading refrigerator 
with food—it stops necessary air 
circulation. Keep left-over foods 
in as small containers ag possible 
to conserve space. 

Cool hot foods to room tempera- 
ture before storing in refrigerator. 

If you go away for a week end, 
turn control to lowest operating 
point. 

If you go away for week or more, 
disconnect refrigerator by pulling 
out connecting cord, remove all 
food, clean interior thoroughly, 
and leave door open to prevent 
stale odors from collecting. 

Study your instruction book to 
see if your model] requires periodic 
oiling or adjusting 


2. Care and Use of Freezing Unit: 


Do not allow frost to built up to 
more than a quarter of an inch on 
freezing unit. 

To defrost quickly and efficient- 
ly, turn control knob off, place 
trays filled with hot water in freez- 
er. 
To make ice cubs quickly, spill 
water on bottom shelf of freezing 
compartment, set trays to be froz- 
en in water, and turn control to 
coldest position. Avoid quick 
freezing as much as possible—it 
uses more electricity. Always use 
warm, not hot water, to remove 
cubes. 

Do not pry ice trays or frost 
from unit with any sharp instru- 
ment. 


3. To Keep Clean: 


Wipe spilled foods up immedi- 
ately with damp cloth, instead of 
allowing them to accumulate for 
general cleaning.

Wipe off acid type foods as 
soon as they are spilled. Do not 
allow spilled foods to harden on 
surface. | . 

On electric stove, lift unit and 
wipe off pan with damp cloth after 
using. If any spillage has burned 
on, clean with mild abrasive or 
steel wool. If food has spilled on 
coils, burn off by turning on unit 
for a minute. A small, stiff brush 
can be used to clean around unit 
connections.

ELECTRIO IRONERS. 
1, For Efficient Use: 

Wax iron shoe when necessary. 
To wax, heat ironer to warm and 
apply bee’s wax or paraffin, wip- 
ing off excess wax. This will pre- 
vent starch from sticking to shoe. 
If starch still sticks, add a pinch 
of salt to it. Distribute clothing 
on roll while ironing. This will 
prevent scorching on unused sec- 
tions. Iron buttons, snaps, hooks, 
etc., facing toward inner roll.

Horse Meat as F ood —By Logan Clendening, M. D. 


T WAS a long time ago on that 
| lovely spring morning that I 

drove down on the top of the 
bus from Paris to Chartres and I 
began to notice the signs of ‘horse 
butchers so frequently that I began 
to count them. I counted over 30. 
Boucherie de Cheval was the sign, 
with a golden horse’s head above 


the doorway. These butcher shops: 


were crowded with nice ruddy, 
healthy-looking French people — 
men and women, 

The other day I saw a picture 
of English people standing in line 
at the doorway of a horse butcher; 
maybe it will come to this coun- 
try. I have been inquiring around 
and I find that in pioneer days we 
ate a good deal of horse meat in 
this country. The butcher says it 
ought to be smoked. He says that 
when he was a little boy he used 
to go out with the trappers and 
they ate horse meat all the time. 


Nutritionally, there is no differ- 
ence between horse meat and ordi- 
nary meat. It is said that Kean, 
the actor, used to adapt the kind 
of meat he’ ate before a perform- 
ance to the part he meant to 
play: pork for tyrants, beef for 
martyrs and mutton for lovers. It 
may be that there are subtle dif- 
ferences in the chemistry of dif- 
ferent kinds of meat that cannot 
be detected in the laboratory and 
if we eat horse meat, it may speed 
up our war effort, . 

One of the arguments for the 
use of horse meat in France has 
been that it is less expensive, but 
of in England that is not 
so much the consideration as the 
fact that they cannot get other 
forms of meat. If the volume of 
beef from our own plains and the 
Argentine increases, the Western 
Hemisphere could afford to forget 
about horse meat, 

From the standpoint of gas- 
tronomy, I once talked to a fa- 
emous dietitian who had attended 


— 

a dinner of a dietetic society at 
which they served horse meat «in 
various forms as an experiment. 
He said it was rather sweetish but 
otherwise very acceptable and ten- 
der. I have heard of connoisseurs 
who believe that a chateau-briand 
steak is best when made of horse 
flesh. These are all opinions and I 
have no first-hand experience, but 
with the way things are cracking 
down all around us, it may be we 
will have to face horse meat some 
time in the future. . 

My friend Alphonse, the French 
grocer, butcher and philosopher, 
whom I treat intermittently when 
he can’t get any other doctor for 
pleurisy, ophthalmia, angina and 
tricuspid stenosis, tells me that 
horse meat is not as well marbled 
as cow meat and, like olives, it is 
more or less of an acquired taste.

Their idea on the subject was 
that in normal] health the arteries 
contained not blood but air, a mis- 
conception which rose from the 
fact that arteries, after dear, do

De- 
termine, too, to use them as intelli- 
gently as possible to save you time 
and effort, but also to conserve 
pewer. Remember, this is one of 
your biggest jobs on the war front.

So are the merry-go-rounds, the whips, the “tunnels of love” 
and other side shows and midway attractions. People go to 
state fairs to get worn out and uncomfortable. So, to stage a 
state fair inside the home, simply shut the windows on a hot 
day and invite hundreds of people to come in and walk around, 
jostling one another, stepping on one another’s feet and poking 
elbows in one another’s ribs. 

The convention and the state fair must not die. They are 
part of America, and America, even a small part of it, is too 
precious to lose.

In our desire to 
brighten the lot of childhood, re- 
lieve it of drudgery and the im- 
position of heavy labor, we went 
to the other extreme and offered 
them no usefulness, no responsi- 
bility, and so prolonged their 
childhood until maturity. The re- 
sult has not been happy but of 
such character as to draw the re- 
sponse of this old man reared un- 
der pioneer conditions. 


Children reared in the notion 
that they are free to play, to en- 
joy, to live without care, to get 
and to take without thought of 
giving, have scant understanding 
of the meanings of the life about 
them. Not knowing, they cannot 
respect the labor and the sacrifice 
of those who supply their needs. 
They are selfish, blind, ignorant, 
because they have been deprived 
of their share of the work, of the 
experiences they needed to give 
them understanding of their re- 
sponsibility to the family and the 
community. 


At adolescence they are faced 
with the facts of life; labor, sex, 
responsibility for others. Only the 
most intelligent can make the ad-
